The Equine Research Station at Balaton 
Lodge. Newmarket, is England’s head- 
quarters for the accumulation of new know- 
ledge having to do with the physiology 
and pathology of the horse.

1946. and became a_ part 
of the Animal Health Trust. “an indepen- 
dent educational and research organization 
established (in 1942) to improve the 
health. productivity and performance of 
all domesticated animals and_ birds, by 
means of train veterinary 
specialists and establishing research. sta- 
tions concerned with particular species of 
animals.”

Equine research. like the work with 
cattle. sheep, poultry, dogs, ete.. has been 
financed entirely by donations. The dona- 
tions for the Animal Health Trust have 
amounted to about £876,800 since 1942, 
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and the organization is “running with a 
fairly heavy bank overdraft.” The directors 
have turned to the “dollar area” for funds 
as well as for science. and either of the 
2 gentlemen now visiting in the U. S. on 
behalf of the Trust will accept a donation 
at the drop of an inflection.

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THE WEEK’S RACING 


KENTUCKY 
The Line-up 


Nearly every horse likely to start in the 
Kentucky Derby was in the state this 
week. Seven candidates were almost cer- 
tain of a place in the race; the status of 
several others was still unsettled. 

Definitely planned starters for the Derby 
are Career Boy. Head Man, Needles, 
Count Chic. Terrang. Fabius. and No Re- 
grets. which earned his place by winning 
the California Derby last week. Counter- 
mand and Reaping Right were to be tried 
in the Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland on 
April 26 before a decision was reached, 
and Ben A. Jones was to get his trial in a 
6-furlong event at Churchill Downs on 
April 28. Pintor Lea has a tentative en- 
gagement in the Derby Trial. 

Of the probable starters which ran at 
Keeneland last week, Fabius gave the most 
impressive performance. In the 7-furlong 
Glenview Purse on April 20, the Calumet 
Farm colt led all the way to win easily by 
6lengths from Reaping Right. Pintor Lea. 
which finished fifth in the 7-horse field, 
was another 4 lengths back. 

Fabius, the best runner from Citation’s 
first crop, ran the 7 furlongs in 1:2244, 
only two-fifths of a second slower than 
Your Host’s track record. He ran_ his 
quarters in :2315. :22. and :2444. and the 
last furlong in :1245. After the race 
trainer Jimmy Jones said. “He doesn’t 
need the Blue Grass Stakes. He’s a fit 
horse right now.” 

Reaping Right and Pintor Lea did not 
seem to have an excuse. Although Reap- 
ing Right was not pushed, Fabius was 
drawing away from him early in the 
stretch. Steve Brooks. who rode Pintor 
Lea, said the colt did not “untrack” him- 
self and never responded when asked for 
speed. Jones thought that the trouble 
might have been Pintor Lea’s knees, which 
were none too sound last year. 

Countermand had run. the day before 
in the Stoner Creek Purse, a 7-furlong 
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race restricted to non-winners of 2 races 
other than maiden or claiming. In appear- 
ance he outclassed his 7 opponents, but 
he was all out to beat Kaylayenta, an 
Alsab filly making her first start of the 
year. Last year Kaylayenta won a maid- 
en race. a $6.500 claiming race. and an al- 
lowance race. 

Running time for the Stoner Creek was 
1:2485. Countermand. which came from 4 
lengths off the pace at the top of the 
stretch, turned in quarters of :2485. :2244, 


:2415. with the last furlong in 13. sec- 
onds. He worked out a mile in 1:38°5. 


The Fillies’ Spotlight 


Three-year-old fillies also were in the 
spotlight in Kentucky. At Keeneland on 
April 19 Doubledogdare won the Ashland 
Stakes. and on May 4. the day before the 
Derby. she probably will go in the Ken- 
tucky Oaks at Churchill Downs. <A_ big 
well made filly. Doubledogdare has not 
raced at distances beyond 7 furlongs. but 
she was drawing away powerfully at the 
finish of the 6-furlong Ashland, which she 
ran in 1:112s. 

Principal opposition for Doubledogdare 
in the Kentucky Oaks is expected to come 
from Calumet Farm’s Princess Turia and 


Beyond. Neither of these fillies has tried 
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stakes competition yet. but the stable has 
fared well in the Oaks. Three of the last 7 
winners. Wistful. Real Delight, and Bub- 
bley, were owned by Calumet. 

Princess Turia is by *Heliopolis out of 
the stakes-winning Blue Delight. dam of 
the stakes winners Real Delight. Bubbley, 
and All Blue. She won one of 2 starts 
last year. and 2 of 6 in Florida this win- 
ter. Her best race before coming to 
Keeneland was an allowance event at 
Gulfstream Park on March 31, when she 
finished second to Pintor Lea. 

Beyond is by Citation out of Always, a 
Sun Teddy mare whose only other foals 
are the winners Pama and Parthenia. Un- 
placed in her only start at 2, Beyond won 
3 of her 6 races in Florida, including one 
at 11, miles and one at one mile and 70 
yards. She is a slow starter, but usually 
closes well. 

At Keeneland, Princess Turia and Be- 
yond finished 1-3 in the 6-furlong Plum 
Lane Purse on April 14, then came back 
to finish 1-2 in the 6-furlong Pin Oak 
Purse on April 21. In both races Princess 
Turia kept close to the pace, took the 
lead early in the stretch, and drew away 
with authority. She won the Plum Lane 
by 3 lengths, the Pin Oak by 214. Be- 
yond did not threaten her stablemate in 
either race, but she moved nicely through 
the stretch. In the Plum Lane she was 
sixth at the eighth-pole. third at the fin- 
ish; in the Pin Oak she was fifth at the 
eighth-pole, second at the finish. 

Immediately before the Pin Oak. Keene- 
land fans saw the most exciting stakes 
race of the meeting when Dr. A. L. Birch’s 
Timely Tip, at 29-1, got a nose decision 
over the topweighted Sea O Erin in the 
Ben Ali Handicap (see Stakes and 
Horses). Timely Tip and Sea O Erin 
brushed near the finish, and the stewards 
studied patrol films for about 15 minutes 
before allowing the result to stand. 


Booming Business 


Keeneland’s weather improved during 
its second week, and the improvement was 
reflected in an increasing mutuel handle. 
Business reached its peak on Saturday, 
April 21, when 15,858 persons jammed into 
the track. The day’s betting was $694.- 
888. which was $82,072 above the previous 
one-day record, set on April 10, 1954. 

With Saturday’s big day, plus another 
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good day on Tuesday. April 24. Keeneland 
shot far ahead of last year’s betting fig- 
ures. For the first 9 days this vear the 
betting totaled $3.749.309: for the first 9 
days of the 1955 spring meeting the figure 
was $3.487.841. The gain in betting has 
not been accompanied by any increase 
in attendance. The 1956 figure for 9 days 
was 75.471. 1.145 less than for the same 
period a year ago. 

The rise in betting apparently reflected 
the lower from the mutuel 
pools. In 1955 the take-out was 14 per 
cent— 10 per cent to the track, 4 per 
cent to the state. This vear. with the 
state's 4 per cent tax abated. the take-out 
has been the track’s 10 per cent.

Last-Day Splurge

The best meeting in the history of Gulf- 
stream Park closed on April 21, as 20.193 
spectators. only 152 less than had come 
to see Swaps one week before. showed up 
for the $15,000 Hallandale Handicap. the 
$10.000 Winter Wonderland Purse, the 
$7,500 Marathon Purse. and 6 other races. 

The pari-mutuel handle for the final 
day was $1.473,794, bringing the 43-day 
total to $57.162.170. 17.6 per cent above 
the 1955 total of $48.619.488. Total 
attendance jumped from 608.942 to 658.- 
856, a gain of 8.3 per cent. 

The Hallandale field was headed by 3 
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Timely Tip (2) got up in the final strides to beat Sea O Erin by a nose in the 
Ben Ali Handicap at Keeneland on April 21. The winner survived a claim of foul. 


horses which had followed Swaps in the 
Broward Handicap on April 14. Galdar, 
second in the Broward. was the favorite. 
followed in the betting by Wise Margin 
and Our Gob. which finished fourth and 
third to Swaps. All 3 were asked to carry 
more weight than in the Broward. Galdar 
was raised from 105 to 115 pounds, Wise 
Margin from 115 to 120. and Our Gob 
from 114 to 119. Others starters were 
Helfast (115). All View (113). Montene- 
grin (112), Full Flight (108). Marked 
Game (107). Mabekky (107). and Clamor

4 in a Half-Length 


Montenegrin took the lead at the start, 
and a quarter in :23°5 put him 4 lengths 
in front. He increased his lead to 6 
lengths before Clamor began to move up 
mid-way in the backstretch. The latter 
cut into the margin until only a head 
separated them at the eighth-pole. Two 
lengths farther back and on the inside was 
Mabekky. a head in front of Wise Margin. 
which was in the middle of the track. A 
half-length behind Wise Margin were 
Galdar and Marked Game. which were 
running together. Marked Game, on the 
extreme outside. had a straight shot. but 
jockey Earl Van Hook on Galdar had to 
pull his mount to the inside to avoid 
running on Wise Margin’s heels.

Bred by W. Paul Little. of Lexington, 
Galdar is a 5-year-old gelding by *Ruston 
Sirdar—kKnights Gal. by *Bright Knight, 
The second dam is Ethel Gray, dam oj 
Gallant Knight. Little sold the colt to 
E. M. O'Brien for $2.800 at the 1959 
Keeneland fall sales. and Galdar earned 
$56.495 for O’Brien before he was sold 
last winter to Carl L. Dupuy. of Lufkin, 
Texas. who formerly raced the good handi- 
cap horse Marriage. 

Dupuy raced Galdar 4 times at the Fair 
Grounds. where he won the Le Compte 
Handicap and finished second by a head 
in the A. B. Letellier Handicap. At Gulf. 
stream he was unplaced in 2 starts before 
his second to Swaps. His earnings for 
the year are $29,950.

The Winter Wonderland, a 6-furlong 
allowance race. drew 7 horses. headed by 
Hangover. Prince Noor, Sue Pat, and Sour 
Note. Sour Note, a consistent performer 
this year in high-priced claiming races, 
was made the favorite. followed in the 
betting by Sue Pat. Hangover. and Prince 
Noor. 

Hangover set the pace. with Sour Note 
about a half-length behind. On the far 
turn Hangover began increase _ his 
margin. and he entered the stretch 1% 
lengths in front of Sour Note and Sue 
Pat and 5 in front of Prince Noor. In the 
last 2 furlongs Sour Note and Sue Pat 
dropped out of it. and Prince Noor began 
to close ground. Hangover held on 
determinedly. but Prince Noor got him in 
the last 20 yards to win by a head. 

It was the second win in 11 starts this 
year for Prince Noor, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes at 2 and the 
Everglades Stakes at 3 for Mr. and Mrs. 
Allie E. Reuben’s Hasty House Farm. The 
Reubens sold him privately early in 
March to Mrs. Charles Silvers and Mrs. 
Sidney Finkelstein. Whereas his best races 
once were at a mile and up, he now seems 
to be doing better at the shorter distances. 
He won a 614-furlong allowance race on 
March 28 and finished third to Due de 
Fer and Skipper Bill in the 6-furlong 
Hollywood Handicap on April 7. 

The 114-mile Marathon Purse, eighth 
in a series of distance races for horses 
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which liave started for a claiming price 
of $5.000 or less in 1955 or 1956, drew 
9 horses. including Toulouse, which had 
won 5 straight. Kope’s Hope, a 4-year- 
old War Admiral gelding. led all the way 
and won by 4 lengths from Tombouctou 
and Toulouse. which finished a head apart 
for second. 

Mr. and Mrs. H. L. Hill claimed Kope’s 
Hope for $5.000 in his first start this 
winter at Hialeah. In the last 2 months 
he has earned $7,425. 

Best week-day race of the final 6 days 
was the $7.500 Granada Handicap for 3- 
year-olds. Skeptical Kid. a hard-hitting 
Fighting Step colt. led throughout to beat 
*Windtrace by a length. Carrying top 
weight of 120 pounds, Skeptical Kid ran 
the 6 furlongs in 1:10. In 28 starts he 
has been out of the money only 7 times. 
and the Granada boosted his earnings to

The $200 Pay-off

bach’s colt. a son of Blue Swords. paid 
a whopping $200.80 for a $2 ticket. 
There was little in Frosty Mr.’s_ past 


performances to suggest that he could beat 
Flight History, Besomer, Born Mighty, 
Tick Tock, Beau Fond. and Nahodah. 
preferred by the bettors in that order. In 
8 previous starts this year the best the 
gray colt had been able to get was third 
money in Reaping Right’s Louisiana 
Derby. In his most recent race. on April 
11 at Jamaica. he had run a poor seventh 
in Career Boy’s Gotham Stakes. 

The lightly raced Flight History, whose 
only start since last July had given him a 
victory over the good sprinter Besomer 
in a 6-furlong allowance event at Bowie 
on April 4. did the first half-mile in a 
slow :4745. then flattened out and _ fell 
back. Nahodah picked up the pace- 
making chore. got a narrow lead on the 
last turn. and yielded to Kingmaker in 
the upper stretch, but at the eighth-pole 
was still 4 lengths ahead of Besomer. 
third. Frosty Mr.. advancing gradually 
from far back in the 10-horse field. made 
up nearly half-a-dozen lengths the 
leader in an eighth of a mile. drew out 
in the final yards to win by 115 lengths.

NEW YORK 
No Authority But.... 


The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion has recommended that the Greater 
New York Association rebuild Aqueduct 
and do some remodeling at Belmont Park. 

A GNYA building committee currently 
is studying various proposals for improving 
the facilities of New York tracks. and the 
committee is scheduled to issue a report 
in May or June. . 

The commission’s letter, signed by 
Ashley T. Cole, chairman, and William 
C. Langley and L. A. Swirlbul, commis- 
sioners, read: “While the commission 
realizes that it has neither voice nor 
authority in the determination of which 
race course shall be rebuilt and which one 
improved, it believes that your association 
and the interested public should be in- 
formed at this time as to its views on this 
matter, which is of such vital interest to 
racing in New York and will continue to 
be for many years to come.” 

Although the commission does not have 
the authority to order the GNYA to adopt 
its plan, the GNYA, according to its 
charter, must obtain the racing commis- 
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sion’s approval for any rebuilding or 
remodeling plans. The commission’s 


reasons for favoring only a remodeling of 
Belmont Park were set out in the letter: 

“Since the inception of what has been 
called ‘The Jockey Club Plan’ as out- 
lined in a letter to the chairman of the 
commission dated Sept. 24, 1954, the 
development of the plan has naturally had 
the attention of the commission to a 
considerable extent. Even prior to the 
public hearing before joint committees of 
the legislature on March 25, 1955, the 
commission was inclined to believe that 
the best interests of racing in New York 
required that the principal development 
should be at Aqueduct with minor improve- 
ments at Belmont Park. 

“Of course, Belmont Park is by no 
means perfect. The seating capacity could 
be increased, escalators could be installed, 
and, if actually necessary, some altera- 
tions in the racing strips could be made. 

“The communities which have grown 
up about Belmont Park since it was built 
50 years ago could be made happier by 
improvements to better handle arriving 
and departing patrons, particularly the 


ever-increasing number using motor 
transportation. The difficulties of access 
and departure have for years been 


notorious and are increasingly intolerable. 

“Much, perhaps even enough, could be 
done to increase seating capacity at Bel- 
mont Park by adding the space now 
occupied by the Turf and Field Club to 


the club house area and, if necessary, ex. 
panding the grandstand into part of the 
space now occupied by the adjoining club 
house. The Turf and Field Club could 
construct its own quarters to the east of 
the area now occupied by it. on the large 
plot lying between the long artificial pool 
and the track. Such quarters could be 
financed, as has already been suggested, 
by the sale of long term leases of boxes as 
has been done at Monmouth Park and 
other tracks. 

“It would seem reasonable to assume 
that all the improvements which Belmont 
Park would actually require would cost 
less than $5,000,000 and possibly would 
cost little more than $3,000,000. 

“The remainder of the capital fund 
available to the association could then be 
expended for the rehabilitation of Aque- 
duct. and nothing but complete rebuilding 
could be an adequate improvement at that 
outmoded plant.” 

The GNYA may not be able to follow 


the commission’s suggestion regarding 
Aqueduct. Three years ago the Aqueduct 


management ran into 2 difficulties when 
it looked into remodeling: a rezoning 
permit had to be obtained, and_ parking 
space had to be leased from the New York 
Port Authority. The GNYA now is push 
ing the rezoning proposal, but the changes 
for leasing the land from the Port 
Authority don’t look good, because the 
Authority is not willing to relinquish its 
right of repossession.

Chicago’s 174-day racing season. which 
got under way on April 23. began as the 
1955 season with Charles Fritz’s 
Sir Tribal winning the feature rece at 
Sportsman’s Park. 
was cloudy and cool. 1 


ended. 


Although opening day 
5.238 persons. 899 
more than last year. were on hand for the 
$10.000 Inaugural Handicap. 

The Inaugural was the seventh meeting 
between Sir Tribal. a 5-year-old gelding 
by *Tribal Il, and Silver State. a 4-year- 
eld colt by War Relic. They split in 4 
decisions last year. and Silver State beat 
Sir Tribal twice in overnight handicaps 
this year at Oaklawn Park. For the 
Inaugural. the bettors picked Sir Tribal. 
which carried 118 pounds, one more than 
Silver State and was a 22-10 favorite. 
Silver State was 5-2. 

Distance of the Inaugural was 6!» fur- 
longs. a new wrinkle for Sportsman’s. 
Between the 1955 and 1956 meetings the 
track was enlarged from 4 to 5 furlongs. 
which eliminated races of 5 and 7 fur- 
longs. 

Silver State and Validon were in front 
as the horses passed the grandstand the 
first time. with Sir Tribal about) 115 
lengths off the pace. Silver State drew 
away from Validon on the backstretch. 
and he was 2 lengths in front with 2 
furlongs to go. The sharp streteh turn 
cost him; he swung wide. allowing Sir 
Tribal to move through along the rail. In 
the last sixteenth Sir Tribal disposed of 
the leader, and won going away by 1!5 
lengths. The time was 1:17. a new track 
record. 

The Inaugural boosted Sir Tribal’s 
earnings to $78.725. and if he holds his 
present form, he should become the third 
$100,000 winner bred in Oklahoma. The

It is 
made of laminated fibre glass and is 
contoured to provide maximum head pro- 
tection. The helmet is designed especially 
for jockeys. and the basic ideas were 
arrived at after a number of conferences 
between Alessio and Fred Welch and 
John MeMurry. whose firm manufactured 
them. 

The shell. for example. will stand 1,800 
pounds of pressure per square inch, and 
its resistant padding bands are 
described in such terms as “sweat-resistant 
nylon” and “undyed non-allergy orthopedic 
leather.” 

Bert Thompson. western representative 
of the Jockeys’ Guild. was on hand when 
the protective helmets were introduced at 
Caliente. They now are mandatory at the 
border track. Thompson said he was 
“completely sold” on them, and he plans 
to show samples to officials at other 
western tracks. He believes the helmets 
will be a great advance in safety, and 
will sharply reduce fatalities on the Turf. 

The new safety helmet, of course, is 
larger than the fibre or light plastic skull- 
caps new worn by jockeys. Caliente has 
designed special silk caps in 14 different 


colors—one for each post position—to 
cover the helmets. 

The post-position colors remain the 
same for each race. and the idea has 


been cleverly worked out by Alessio and 
his officials to include the possibilities of 
For example, if No. 1 is red, 
If No. 2

Racing, of course, isn’t about to do 
away with its use of stable colors. There 
is too much tradition behind them for one 
thing, and not many owners would want 
to give up colors that might have been in 


the family for many generations. But 
Alessio believes even the oldest racing 


stables surely will accept the uniformity in 
caps if the advancement contributes to the

OHIO 
Court Upsets Board 


Trainer Howard L. Ewing 
saddled Bold Satan for the fifth race at 
River Downs back on June 9, 1955, and 
the horse won. The customary saliva 
sample proved positive, and the Ohio 
State Racing Commission suspended 
Ewing for 100 days. Now under Ohio 
law any action of an administrative body 
may be appealed to the County Court of 
Common Pleas. Ewing sought and got a 
temporary injunction, pending action on 
his plea. The action came along last week. 

Judge Robert M. Draper of the Franklin 
County Court reversed the finding of the 
racing commission, saying, “There is no 
evidence offered that the drug—procaine 
stimulated the horse or affected its speed 
in the race.” 

The commission had proceeded under 
the amendments of Rule 256. The original 
rule banned drug and appliances “affect- 
ing the speed,” and the amendment, where- 
in a trainer “insures the condition” of his 
horse, was tacked on later. The court held 
that the rule could not be enforced by 
clauses but must be viewed as a whole 
and that the commission hadn't proved 
that the procaine “helped” the horse. 

Next move is up to the commission, 
which will ask the District Court of 
Appeals to review the decision. Commis- 
sioners also will hustle to the printer a 
new rule book now in preparation whereby 
the “insurer” clause will have a separate 
number and will stand on its own.

Lane was in charge of Quarter Horse 
for King Ranch for many 
years. and it is from the Kleberg outfit 
that he gets most of his Thoroughbred 
stock. For King Ranch he handled Miss 
Princess. a Thoroughbred filly which 
nearly took everything in Quarter Horse 
racing some years ago. 


Miss whipped the Quarter 
mare Barbara B. after that filly had de- 
feated *Fair Truckle in a match race at 
Hollywood Park in 1947. She is a daugh- 
ter of Bold Venture and is known as 
Woven Web in Thoroughbred circles.

Trainer Preston. a former jockey. has 
been with Lane for 5 years. He was 
manager of Emerson F. Woodward's Val- 
dina Farms near D’Hanis. Texas, until the 
oilman’s death in an auto-train crash in 
1943. For Woodward he broke Valdina 
Orphan and *Olympic Zenith. He rode 
in Lexington almost 50 years ago for J. C.

The trainer has started Deck. a 2-year- 
old filly. for 2 winning races at the meet- 
ing. Both times she has been ridden by 
apprentice jockey Vidal Guajardo. 

Guajardo learned to ride at King Ranch. 
where he was raised. He worked there for 
6 years until joining Lane 3 years ago. 
He rode his first race at ThistleDown last 
summer. had his first winner on July 4 
aboard Play Top. He now has 7 wins to 
his credit. 

The 2l-year-old Guajardo weighs 102 
pounds. He travels with his wife and 
baby girl. 

Preston usually starts a season at the 
Fair Grounds. continues to Kentucky, Ohio. 
and Michigan. then back the same way. 

“Most of our horses are quick. and we 
manage to win about 25 to 30 races each 
season and never have more than a hand- 
ful of horses. The stock I have now is by 
Middleground. Beau Max. Depth Charge. 
and Top Deck. and they do well in the 
short races at the Fair Grounds. Brujaria 
placed in the Miss Cleveland and Susan 
Stakes for us last season. Miss Deck won 
the Fair Grounds Debutante for us in 
1954.” said Preston. 


Old-Home-Week 


It seemed like old-home-week at Keene. 
land for jockey Sherman Armstrong. He 
had just ridden a winner for trainer 
Tommy Stevens. who at Keeneland 16 
years ago gave the little guy his first job, 

When he first arrived at Keeneland. jn 
1946, Armstrong was 18. an age when 
most prospective jockeys are well along 
in their careers. Raised on a farm neat 
Greenville. Ky.. where he and jockey’s 
agent Bill Cole now raise cattle. Armstrong 
left to help pay the mortgage. He worked 
for Tommy Stevens for a year, later gallop. 
ed horses for Henry Forrest and the Whit. 
ney stable. He rode his first) race for 
Forrest at Oaklawn Park early in 1949, 
won his first race at Hazel Park on August 
11. 1950, with a horse called Wayne L. He 
rode 48 winners before the year was out 
and made enough money to help the fam- 
ily keep the farm and to buy one of the 
2 farms he now owns with Cole. His quick 
success was interrupted the following win- 
ter when he fractured 2 vertebrae in a 
spill in New Orleans and was sidelined for 
months. 

Armstrong rides every spring at Keene- 
land and Churchill Downs. goes to Michi- 
gan for the summer. and then to the Fair 
Grounds for the winter. Between meetings 
he stops at Greenville to check on the 
cattle. Armstrong, who tips the scales at 
110 pounds. plans to ride as long as he 
can make the weight. and when he can't 
he will settle down to raise cattle and 
maybe a mare or 2. He rates Sweet Pa- 
tootie. leading 2-year-old filly in 1952, as 
the best horse he has ridden. Armstrong 
and his wife. Marilyn. a Versailles. Ky.. 
girl whom he married a year ago. are ex- 
pecting a baby early in May.

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A Crew in the Field 


For most Thoroughbred breeders The 
Jockey Club is a New York address to 
which they send information and from 
which they get requests for more informa- 
tion before their foals are finally accepted 
for registration. The process of keeping 
the record straight is likely to be worri- 
some for the breeder. and certain to be 
worrisome for the registrar. 

The Jockey Club for several years has 
been considering measures to minimize 
the difficulties of registration and. at the 
same time. the chance of error. Its plan- 
ning is still in the talking stage. but the 
talking now is being supplemented by 
the work of a field crew which will re- 
main in Kentucky “until the snow flies” 
to work with breeders in the identifica- 
tion and registration of the 1956 crop of 
foals. 

The 3-man crew—composed of Frank 
Langlois. Armand Demers. Peter 
Downick—will conduct an exploratory 
operation to determine standard procedure

for other such crews. Eventually The 
Jockey Club hopes to have such a group 
of trained men headquartered in every 
major area of Thoroughbred breeding. 

On March 25. in the club rooms of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America at the 
Phoenix Hotel in Lexington, 3 representa- 
tives of The Jockey Club—the registrar. 
Mrs. Lillian Brennan, executive secretary 
Marshall Cassidy. and his assistant. 
Calvin Rainey—met with a group of breed- 
ers for a general discussion of registration 
problems. In attendance, besides the 3 
from The Jockey Club. were Charles A. 
Asbury. Ivor Balding. Clarkson Beard. 
John A. Bell III. Alex Bower, Lou Doherty, 
Ira Drymon. Louis Lee Haggin II. Dr. 
Charles Hagyard. A. B. Hancock Jr., Duval 
Headley. Ralph Kercheval, Wathen 
Knebelkamp, and Charles Nuckols. 

This preliminary conference was follow- 
ed. on Sunday. April 22. by a demonstra- 
tion of the field crews work at Calumet

of breeders, at the headquarters of the 
Thoroughbred Club. 


Changes Under Consideration 


The meetings, which probably will }, 
continued as long as necessary, were “ty 
consider ways and means to improve The 
Jockey Club’s relations with the breede; 
by giving them a better service 
eliminating some of their problems.” 
They provoked discussion over a wide 
range of subjects, and brought out the 
fact that The Jockey Club is considering 
among other measures, the following; 

1) The use of night-eyes, or chestnuts, 
as a means of positive and permanen 
identification from the time of registration, 

2) The addition of such details as coy. 
licks (hair whorls) and hairlines to the 
description which becomes a part of the 
official record in the certificate of registra. 
tion, 

3) Changes in the registration applica. 
tion form, such as providing separate lines 
for describing head, left fore leg, left 
hind, right hind, right fore, body, brands 
and scars, and other characteristics. 4 
tentative revision of the form also includes 
a light-toned grid to facilitate more correct 
drawings of markings on various parts of 
the head, body. and legs. 

4) An effort to obtain more complete 
reports on mares in the years in which no 
foal is registered. 

5) A possible slight extension of the 
total number of letters and spaces allow. 
ed in the name of a horse. The current 


limitation is 14 characters, including 
spaces and punctuation marks, 
6) <A simplification of the naming 


One of the proposals advanced 
was publication of a book which would 
list all names currently ineligible for 
use. This would allow the owner to aviod 
claiming some of the names he would have 
no chance of but it poses 
mechanical problems. mostly because the 
list would change constantly. The Jockey 
Club’s rule provides that a name may not 
be used again until 15 years after the last 
report—and many horses die or disappear 
without a report having been made. 

7) Avoidance of double paternity 
registrations. Dr. Charles E. Hagyard. of 
Lexington. and others have suggested that 
it would be unnecessary to require registra 
tion of a foal as by stallion A or stallion 
B if the mare was not bred on her heat 
period after the last breeding to A, and 
if veterinary examination indicated that 
the cervix was not closed at the time of 
breeding the mare to B. 

8) Immediate reports—within a few 
days—of all breeding. as a check on the 
accuracy of registration, and as an aid in 
determining the allowability of single 
paternity in the case of foals from a mart 
bred to more than one stallion in a single 
season. These reports. Cassidy indicated,

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might be required of both the stallion 
owner and the mare owner. 

9) Avoidance of January “yearlings” 
born in December by allowing breeders to 
register, without penalty as to age. the 
December foals born of matings which 
took place on February 15 or thereafter. 
Thus age would be determined officially 
according to the earliest chauce of con- 
ception, rather than according to actual 
date of foaling, if sufficient safeguards 
can be established. Immediate reports of 
all covers probably would become a 
necessary adjunct to this procedure. 

10) Possible establishment, by means of 
a series of color photographs, of an 
authoritative basis for description of coat 
color. 

11) Experimentation to determine the 
usefulness and permanence of a brand or 
tattoo on the hairless underside of the 
tail. (The tattoo inside the upper lip is 
an extremely useful adjunct to other 
identification measures on the race track. 
but is not quite foolproof enough for The 
Jockey Club. Some tattoos are illegible. 

These and other tests and procedures 
are now being considered in the offices of 
The Jockey Club and in conference with 
breeders. Some of them may be acted 
upon within a matter of months—Ken- 
tucky breeders asked for quick action on a 
rule which would eliminate the necessity 
of having to register as a yearling a foal 
born late in December—and others may 
take years before final decision is reached. 

The 3-man crew will be at the service of 
breeders in the central Kentucky area until 
late in the year. Upon request. it will 
complete registration forms, make pictures 
of night-eyes, take other photograps, and 
turn over to the breeder the applications 
for mailing to the registrar. The work 
will be done at Jockey Club expense. 

Headquarters for the crew will be 
established in the office of the racing 
secretary at Keeneland Race Course as 
soon as possible after the conclusion of 
the spring meeting on April 26. In the 
interim the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency 
will receive and relay requests. 

Officials of The Jockey Club feel that 
they already have demonstrated that night- 
eyes are a sufficient basis for permanen: 
identification, that they remain unchanged 
throughout life except for a slight growth. 
that accidental or intentional mutilations 
are evidenced by scar tissue.

SAGAMORE FARM 


The feeding program at Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, 
Md., is one of simplicity. The rule is 
top-quality natural feeds in a quantity 
determined by the individual. Vitamins. 
sweet feed. and supplements play no part 
in the general scheme. Ralph Kercheval 
has pursued this basic policy since he 
took over as manager in November. 1948. 
Since then. the farm has produced Native 
Dancer. Social Outeast. Next Move. Bed 0’ 
Roses, Find, Crash Dive. and others. 

“Feeding is merely giving the body the 
opportunity to furnish itself to perform 
dictates of unknown 
quantities.” said Kercheval. horse’s 
ability has nothing whatever to do with 
what he eats. unless the animal is so 
starved that his frame and skeletal setup 
don’t have a chance to develop. 

“In feeding. there is no way to measure 
ability. Some horses run well when light 
in flesh: others perform best when big 
and heavy. But. disregarding soundness. 
the horse which trains best is the horse 
which eats best. If you have top-quality 
basic feeds. you are going to get more 
food value on the amount taken in. 

“It is that indefinable something that 
makes a horse or a man great. It doesn’t 
have a damn thing to do with what he 
eats.” 


according to the 


A fine athlete himself. Kercheval said. 
“I can't believe that proper diet played 
too much of a part in the development of 
such great athletes as Jim Thorpe. Jesse 
Owens. Joe Louis, ete. Probably Jesse and 
Joe, having been raised in Alabama, had 
pretty much of a basic diet of sowbelly 
bacon, beans, and hominy grits. 

“If you have a balanced ration of full. 
bodied oats that weigh 45 to 48 pounds per 
bushel: good flake wheat bran: clean, 
fragrant, properly cured hay (cut a little 
green): plus good, green pasture with 
salt availability. the normal horse will 
thrive, and wiil have need for nothing 
else. If a horse does not properly 
assimilate his feed. something must be 
wrong with his metabolism, and he should 
be examined by a veterinarian.” 

Maryland doesn’t produce particularly 
good hay, says Kercheval. who personally 
inspects every load of hay that is imported 
for the farm. stickler for top hay, 
Kercheval prefers a 50 to 60 per cent 
mixture of clover to timothy, which he gets 
from Ohio, Michigan, Pennsylvania, New 
York, and Canada. Sagamore horses are 
enormous hay eaters. 


All stock, except the young horses, 


which have their oats cracked, is fed whole 
grain. 

Sagamore’s only crop is grass. Pastures 
are planted in a mixture of blue grass 
and white. red, and ladino clover. “I'd 


Grass is Sagamore Farm’s only crop, and manager Ralph Kercheval imports all 
of the hay from elsewhere. The farm is in the rolling country of Glyndon, Md.

“T think I'm the only guy around who 
does this.” says Kercheval. “but I think 
it helps at weaning time when the young. 
sters are separated from their mothers 
and their friends at the same time. This 
way they become group-conscious. and 
learn to rely less on their dams.” 

At weaning time the mares accompany 
the foals to the weanling barn where they 
remain together for 4 or 5 days while 
the foals become accustomed to their new 
stalls. barn. and The mares 
then are moved to the other end of the 
farm. Weanlings are kept up for the first 
day. turned out thereafter. 

Weanlings are fed straight oats. run 
lightly through a Gibson Crusher in each 
barn. Three times a week they get a 
mash in the afternoon. Cod liver oil is 
administered only when advised by. the 
veterinarian, 

Weanlings are turned out at 7:30 each 
morning. unless the weather is bad, and 
are brought in just before the 3° p. m. 
feeding. By the time they are transferred 
to the yearling barn they are getting from 
10 to 14 quarts of oats daily. plus all the 
hay they want.

Head Man. an impressive winner of the Experi- 
mental Handicap in his last start, was a 95-100 
favorite for the Wood Memorial. Others under 
10-1 were Nail (4-1), Jean Baptiste (6-1), and Golf 
Ace (7-1). 

Golf Ace took the lead at the start, opened a 
Qlength margin over Nail in the first 2 furlongs. 
Head Man was third, about 3 lengths behind Nail. 
The order rema‘ned the same until the far turn. 
where Head Man passed Nail and began to move 
up on Golf Ace. Entering the stretch, Golf Ace 
drifted out from the rail. Head Man, which was 
making his move on the outside of Nail, was 
forced to change stride as Eddie Arcaro pulled him 
to the inside. Once straightened, Golf Ace began 
to pull away again, and he reached the finish 24% 
lengths in front. Head Man beat Oh Johnny by 
4% lengths for second. 

Arcaro claimed a foul against Golf Ace because 
of the interference at the top of the stretch. After 
a long study of the films, the stewards decided that 
the incident might have changed the result, and 
Golf Ace was moved back to second. It was the 
first use of a new rule in New York which allows 
the stewards to place a disqualified horse in any 
position other than last. 

Golf Ace ran the 14% miles in 1:50%, one second 
slower than the track record and one-fifth second 
off the race record set by Correlation. Not eligible 
for the Kentucky Derby. Golf Ace may meet Head 
Man again in the Preakness, for which he may be 
made a supplementary nominee for $7,500. 

The Wood Memorial was Head Man’s third win 
in 3 starts this year. He won a 6-furlong allow- 
ance race at Bowie before the Experimental. He 
has been shipped to Churchill Downs, and probably 
will make his next start in the Kentucky Derby 
on May 5. Pedigree and family particulars were 
given in The Blood-Horse of April 7, page 828.

STOCKWELL 


Stockwell is generally described as the “Emperor of Stal- 
lions”, a horse whose success at stud surpassed that of all 
before his time and was rivaled, perhaps, only by St. Simon 
in Europe and Lexington in America. Stockwell was the 
leading sire in England seven times in eight years, was 
second four times, was among the leading 10 sires from 
1860 through 1874. In 1866, Stockwell sired 39 winners of 
132 races and $309,955, a sum which stood as a world record 
for 60 years until surpassed by Man 0’ War. Among Stock- 
well’s winners in 1866 was Triple Crown winner Lord Lyon; 
of the four classics — 1,000 Guineas, 2,000 Guineas, Derby, 
St. Leger — Stockwell sired all four winners, all four place 
horses, and the third horse in the Derby. 


Stockwell was a bright chestnut bred by Mr. Theobald in 
1849, by The Baron (son of Irish Birdcatcher) out of Poca- 
hontas, a mare ranked with the great stallions for her influ- 
ence on the breed. Pocahontas produced in successive years 
Stockwell, Rataplan (ancestor of Exterminator), and King 
Tom (two-time leading sire). These three sons dominated 
the breeding industry for many years and in 1861, 1866, and 
1871 were among England’s leading six stallions. 


Stockwell was not a great racer, but he was a good one. 
He was described by his groom John Thorpe (who died in 
1932) “as a very ordinary-looking colt with such big hocks 
and big bone that he would never have been taken for a 
high-class Thoroughbred.” Upon Thorpe’s urging, Stockwell 
Was purchased as a yearling by Lord Exeter for 180 gs., 
500 gs. to be added if he won the Derby. Stockwell stood 
over 16 hands, had exceptionally powerful quarters, a great 
deep chest, a straight hind leg, and was a bit loaded around 
the shoulder. So large a horse naturally did not come to 
much at 2, when he was second in the Prendergast S., 4th 
in the Criterion S. 


At 3, he won 11 of 14 starts including the 2,000 Guineas and 
the St. Leger. Prior to the Derby, Stockwell had a gum-boi! 
lanced and had not fully recovered at the time of the race. 
In addition, he was boxed in during the running and suffered 
a severe gash on his stifle. The Derby went to the lilliputian 
(14.1) Daniel O’Rourke, a horse which Stockwell defeated 
soundly in the 2,000 Guineas and St. Leger. (Daniel O’Rourke 
is the little horse walking to left in the background of the 
picture above. Harbinger, second in the St. Leger is at the 
extreme right.) At 4, Stockwell was second in his only start 
and at 5, won his only start, for The Whip, defeating King- 
ston by 30 lengths. 


Following this victory, Stockwell was retired at Burghley to 
stand for 25 gs. Two years later, Lord Exeter, in sudden 
financial need, sold him to Lord Londesborough for 3,100 gs. 
Stockwell then stood at Rawcliffe for 50 gs. until 1860, when 
upon his owner’s death, he was sold for 4,500 gs. to Richard 
C. Naylor who outbid the Frenchman, the Duc de Morny 
(purchaser of Triple Crown-winner West Australian in the 
same dispersal) to keep Stockwell in England. At the 
height of his popularity, Stockwell stood for 200 gs., an 
extraordinary fee in view of the fact that many good, con- 
temporary stallions went begging at 20 gs. 


The line of Stockwell, as pedigrees go, bids fair to be im- 
mortal. Among his many good sons were Blair Athol (four- 
time leading sire, ancestor of the great Salvator), St. Albans 
(among the leading sires for 10 years, ancestor of the *Rock 
Sand male line, that of Sailor, Head Man), and Doncaster 
(sire of Bend Or, responsible in tail-male line for 138 stakes 
winners in America in 1955; this is the line of *Teddy and 
Phalaris, that of Bull Lea, *Nasrullah, etce.).

The Way Up 

There was no such easy way) when 
Buddy Raines was coming up. He was 
born 45 years ago in Wayne County. 
Illinois. and when he was 4 his parents 
separated. For a couple of years he was 
handed around among friends and_ rela- 
tives. and when he was 6 he was taken 
in by Charlie Langrine. a gypsy horseman 
who traveled the South and Middle West 
in a covered wagon, selling and trading 
horses. 

When Buddy was 11] or 12 he went to 
the late Robert M. Smith, who then was 
training the Audley Farm horses at the 
J. K. L. Ross farm near Laurel race track. 
Mrs. Smith put the boy in school for the 
first time, and when she died 3- years 
Jater Buddy quit his book learning. 

“The Smiths were swell to me.” Buddy 
remembers. Mr. Smith kept the boy by 
his side. taught him a lot. and Mrs. Smith, 
too, took a personal interest in him. 

“She brought me in the house to help 
around. And she put a tie on me. and 
saw that | washed my neck. and I learned 
that if I was going to amount to something 
I'd have to know how to listen and dress 
and be polite... . Mr. Smith didn’t like 
to be alone, so he had me ride with him 
in the car. like a man takes a dog.” 

For the next several years Raines learn- 
ed all he could about horses and people. 
and for a while he exercised horses and 
did a little race riding. Other exercise 
boys around Audley at that time were 
Frank Barnett and Slim Roles. now train- 
ers, and Sammy Renick. now a television 
announcer. 

In 1931 Gwyn Thompson resigned as 
the Brookmeade Farm trainer. and Smith 
replaced him, taking Raines along with 
the title of assistant trainer. Among the 
horses in the barn at that time were 
Cavaleade. High Quest. Time Clock. Na- 
tional Anthem, and Good Goods. Psychic 
Bid. Black Gift, and Special Agent came 
the next year. 

Smith resigned in 1937. and early the 
next year Raines left to join the Brandy- 
wine Stable of Donald P. Ross. He be- 
came head trainer in 1940. For Ross he 
has developed, among others. Pompeian. 
Masked General, Madigama. 
Greek Song, and Cochise. 

Times have changed a lot in the nearly 
4) years that Raines has been working 
with horses. “In the old days you hardly 
ever saw a married man working with a 
stable. When I got married the first time 
my wife and I put up in the cheapest 
places we could find. On the road I had 
to ride with the horses in a box ear. and

she followed on the bus. 
from the beginning.” 
About 5 years ago. after the going had 
become easier. Mrs. Raines was killed in 
an automobile accident in Florida. The 
door of a ear in which she was riding with 
Buddy blew open. and she fell out. She 
died the next day of a skull fracture. 
Raines speaks fondly of the “old days 
on the race track.” but he thinks that 
racing is better now—easier on the horses 
and on the men who take care of them. 
“One reason I had Countermand in this 
particular race was to give him a_ better 
chance to win one. The boys like to have 
a winner. you know.”
